The suit preference signal 


is one of the most abused, 
misunderstood and generally 
kicked around plays in bridge. 
Basically when you want your 
partner to lead a high-rank- 
ing suit, you play a high card, 
while a low-card play asks 
for the lead of a low-ranking 
suit. 


Since from time immemo- 


rial you also play a high card 
to show strength in a suit and 
ask for a lead of it, and a 
low card to show weakness 
and ask for the lead of some 
other suit, there is plenty of 
opportunity for confusion. 


South won the opening lead 


with dummy's ace of dia- 
monds. He could have made 
11 tricks at this point by ruff- 
ing a second diamond, lead- 
ing a trump to dummy's 10, 
cashing the trump ace, re- 
turning to his own hand with 
the king of clubs, cashing his 
king of trumps and running 
dummy's clubs. West would 
ruff the fifth club but South 
would have had time to get 
rid of three of his four hearts. 


South didn't come up with 


this play but he managed to 
make six when the defense 
fell apart.

HEALTH 


For hundreds of years, it 


has been recognized that peo- 
ple whose diets include large 
quantities of starches 
and 


sugars tend to suffer from 
moderate to excessive tooth 
decay. It would seem from 
this observation that carbo- 
hydrates play an important 
role as causative agents in 
tooth decay, or, at least, are 
the triggering mechanism in 
the decay process. 


Do carbohydrates 
act by 


direct contact with teeth? Or 
do they change something in 
our bodies that causes enamel 
and den tin to break down? 


A simple experiment with 


laboratory animals has shown 
that it's the direct action of 
carbohydrates on tooth en- 
amel that does the damage. 


In this experiment, one 


group of animals was fed car- 
bohydrate-enriched diets nor- 
mally and a control group 
was .fed by stomach tube. 
Tube-fed animals were free 
of decay; 
normal-fed ones 


had a high decay rate. 


This doesn't suggest that, 


if you love sweets but are 
concerned about tooth decay, 
you should take your sweets 
via stomach tube. But it does 
suggest that, if you seriously 
wish to help prevent exces- 
sive tooth decay, you should 
lower your carbohydrate in- 
take. 


Of additional concern are 


the types of carbohydrates in- 
gested, and follow-up prophy- 
lactic measures. For instance, 
if your husband calls you fat 
and, just for spite, you eat a 
pound of candy, try your best 
to: Eat it fast (it seems that 
the longer teeth are bathed in 
sugar, the more they decay); 
avoid chewy caramels (they 
cling to teeth); go to the 
nearest dentist immediately 
afterward to get your teeth 
cleaned (or at least brush 
thoroughly yourself).

NEW YORK— (NEA) —Batting, for Harry 


Walker, is second only to godliness. And talk- 
ing runs a close third. 


When Harry was manager of the Pitts- 


burgh Pirates last season, his 24-hour disser- 
tation on baseball and the foibles of his mus- 
cular proteges drove the players into bolt- 
ing the clubhouse door against Harry so that 
they could unclutter their thoughts. 


But when Harry, recently named Houston 


Astro manager, discourses on hitting, those 
interested would be wise to listen. Undispu- 
tedly, Harry is one of the keenest students 
on the art of attacking a horsehide spheroid 
with an ash bludgeon. 


At the beginning of this season, star Astro 


center fielder Jim Wynn was in a dismal 
slump. The short, stocky veteran was doing 
poorer than at any time in his six-year Na- 
tional league career. 


"I was lunging, swinging at everything 


and making contact only with the air," said 
Wynn. "I needed help. Spec Richardson, our 
general manager, suggested to me in New 
York that Harry come to talk things over. At 
the time, Harry was batting instructor for the 
organization. He flew in from Denver. 


"The very first day, he had me stay after 


the game and take batting practice. We did 
this for almost two weeks. It was quite em- 
barrassing at first. Fans leaving the park 
would stop and ask, 'Hey, what's going on 
here?' But it was more embarrassing the 
way I was hurting the team. I needed the 
extra work and I did it. 


"Harry kept talking and working with me. 


He suggested I try to hit pitches to right 
field. This made me get my weight back so 
1 wouldn't lunge and also made me concen- 
trate on meeting the ball. He said, 'Never 
mind about hitting the ball out of the park.' 


"Before he came, I was so bad that a five- 


year-old kid could have got me out. It af- 
fected my base-running, too. I'd stand on 
first—on rare occasions when I got on by 
walk or error—and start thinking, 'What am 
I doing wrong at the plate?' Then, boom, the 
ball was hit and I didn't know the situation. 
Instead of going from first to third, Hd stop 
at second. Then I'd cuss myself out." 


The slump did not affect Wynn's fielding. 


Sometimes, though, he'd stand in center and 
place one fist on top the other in a batting 
pose. But when the ball was pitched, he was 
ready—to field. 


"Harry also told me that bunting would 


help get my eye back," said Wynn. "But I 
couldn't even bunt fair. Then he'd build up 
my confidence by telling me how good I 
could be. 


"After about two weeks, I started clicking. 


I went on a 16-game hitting streak and my 
average jumped from .083 to .269. 


"Harry was still talking. He's got a lot of 


great ideas and he's a great guy. But some- 
times he could get a little boring. I mean, 
you know, talking all the time. 


"So I asked him to just leave me alone for 


awhile and see how it goes. He did. And I'm 
fine now, in the groove." 


At times, the best advice is no advice. It is 


to Harry's credit that, breaking form, he put 
his mouth in a straitjacket.

Superman of Soccer 


N E W Y O R K — ( N E A ) — 


When a fellow is billed as the 
world's greatest athlete, you 
expect him to be faster than 
a speeding Bob Hayes, more 
powerful than Rosie Grier, 
able to leap Yankee Stadium 
in a single bound. 


There is a 5-9, 160-pounder 


from Sao Paulo, who is billed 
as such. A guy named Pele, 
who runs patterns liko Ray- 
mond Berry and who can ac- 
complish with his feet what 
Oscar Robertson does with 
his hands. 


Pele plays soccer for the 


Santos t e a m of Brazil—in 
/act, he is the team. His esti- 
mated annual salary of $415,- 
000 is reportedly the highest 
in sports. But he earns it. 


He is the King of Soccer. 


But these are rough days for 


kings. 


Pele and his Santos team- 


mates have been exhibiting 
their skills in America lately 
and in a recent game with 
Napoli of Italy, 50,000 New 
Yorkers flocked to watch the 
world's greatest. 


What they witnessed was 


more 1'ke a game of smear 
the 
man w i t h the ball, 


especially when that man was 
Pele. His position is called 
inside left. For someone who 
has never seen him, this ap- 
parently m e a n s 
on the 


ground. 


The Santos offense is built 


aroun~.l its star and every 
time he gets the ball he also 
gets kicked, tripped, pushed 
and elbowe'J —usually from 
behind. He spends more time 
on the g r o u n d than Tom 


1'eU' iu action. 


Jones. 


The few occasions Pele is 


allowel to display his talent, 
however, he is unstoppable. Al- 
though he is continually triple- 
teamed and often brutalized, 
he manages to maneuver the 
ball around three or four men 
until tripped. Getting the ball 
proves just as difficult as do- 
ing anything with it and to do 
this he has to fake one way 
and go the other way without 
being forced out of position. 
He can play with his back to 
the basket, as one observer 
put it. 


In this game with Napoli, 


Pele was responsible for all 
four of winning Santos' goals. 
He scored only once himself, 
outjumping three defenders 
to smash the ball into the 
corner of the net ... 
with his 


head. Two other goals came 
on penalty kicks, the results 
of flagrant fouling when Pele 
had apparently broken loose 
for a score. 


Even 
the 
predominantly 


Italian crowd h o o t e d and 
booed at Napoli's tactics. But 
in the dressing room, after the 
game, Pele refused to criticize 
his opponents. He said the 
Italians weren't too rough on 
him, 
it was always like that. 


He didn't feel anybody was 
out to get him and, after all. 
Santos had won, so why get 
excited about a few fouls. 


He added that this is the 


strategy of his team's offense, 
to let him draw four or five 
defenders at a time while a 
teammate kicks the goal. His 
true value to the team was 
evident in the Brazilian's first 
score. 


Pele received a pass and 


was speeding toward the goal 
when he was dropped from 
behind, a clipping tactic that 
means a 15-yarder in football. 
Pele hit the ground, face down 
as another player piled on. 
Soccer players wear no pads 
so it is understandable he took 
a few minutes before return- 
ing to action. 


Moments later, one of t'ele's 


teammates pounced on a loose 
ball and booted it home. There 
wasn't a defender to stop him 
but, only a few yards away, 
Pele sat on the ground. He 
had been knocked down again.

cal life.

"The war will end one day," 


Thieu said. "Either the Commu- 
nists will give up the struggle, 
or agreement will be reached at 
the conference table. The day 
will come when a temporary 
peace is established, when a po- 
litical struggle takes the place 
of the fighting." 


To win this struggle, he said, 


the political groups must unite 
into one or two political parties 
able to combat the enemy's at- 
tempts to "infiltrate our rear, 
organize nests of fellow travel- 
ers and arouse our people." 


"The political parties must. 


organize themselves to win the 
political battle ahead. If they 
are successful, 
perhaps they 


can make the temporary peace 
a long-lasting one. If they lose 
the political battle, then it is dif- 
ficult to imagine that we will 
get the same support from the 
free world that we have re- 
ceived up to now."
